SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  district  occupies  an  area  partially  surrounding  the  Borough  of 
Colchester  :  its  northern  boundary  is  the  River  Stour,  which  separates 
it  from  Suffolk.  South-east  of  Colchester  its  eastern  boundary  is  the 
River  Colne  and  the  Blackwater  Estuary. 

While  the  district  is  still  mainly  rural,  development  is  taking 
place  rapidly  in  the  ring  of  villages  surrounding  Colchester  and  these 
serve  increasingly  as  dormitory  areas  for  persons  employed  in  the  Town 
and  in  London. 

The  majority  of  the  working  population  find  employment' 'outside 
the  district  mainly  in  Colchester  and  to  an  increasing,  extent  in 
London.

EXTRACTS  •  FROM  '  VITAL  STATISTICS 


The  population  of  the  area  continues  to  increase  as  it  has  done 
each  year  since  1958.  During;  the  ..previous  decade  1948  -  1958  there 
was  a  steady  decrease  in  population. 


The  birth  rate  increased  last  year  as  shov/n  in  the  table.  In 
1957  it  was  13*7 5  last  year  24.2.  More  than  twice  the  number  of 
children  we re  born  than  in  1957* 


•  It-  can  be  seen  from  the  table  that  the  district’s  birth  rate 
has  remained  markedly  above  that  of  the  national  average  since  1962. 

There  is  a  slight  increase  in  the  death  rate  of  11.0  compared 
with  1967  when  it  was  9° 7,  but  over  the  last  ten  -years  this  rate  has 
remained  remarkably  constant. 


Coronary  disease  is  still  in  the  lead  as  a  cause  of  death, 
there  is  an  increase  from  53  deaths  in  1967  to  97  deaths  from  this 
cause  in  1968. 


There  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  the 
lung.  In  1967  the  number  was  9,  and  in  1968  there  were  19* 


Of  people  under  65  years  old  by  far  the  most  frequent  cause  of 
death  is  from  coronary  disease; -

The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Lexden  and  Winstree  Rural  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  of  work  carried  out  during  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1968. 


HOUSING 


The  total  number  of  houses  built  by  private  enterprise  within  the 
district  decreased  during  the  year  to  2H.6.  This  decrease  is  probably  due 
to  the  restrictions  imposed  under- the '  Planning  Acts. 


The  number  of  Council  owned  dwellings  built  during  the  year  was  21 . 


The  number  of  houses  improved  with  the  aid  of  Discretionary  and 
Standard  Grants  is  once  again  at  a  satisfactory  level. 


Steady  progress  was  maintained  in  dealing  with  unfit  houses  and  in 
particular  with  inspecting  houses  as  and  when  they  became  vacant,  as  this , 
is  undoubtedly  the  most  advantageous  time  to  require  improvement  and 
repair. 


The  present  housing  record  cards  are  largely  based  on  a  survey 
carried  out  in  1946/47  with  amendments  where  re-inspections  have  been  made, 
and  consequently  a  resurvey  of  properties  was  commenced  during  1967?  and 
it  is  hoped  that  the  whole  of  the  district  will  be  covered  by  this  survey 
within  the  next  two  years.

The  villages  of  Tiptree,  Stanway,  West  Bergholt,  Rowhedge, 
Copford,  Marks  Toy,  Eight  Ash  Green,  Aldhan,  Fordhara,  Great  Tey, 
Chappel,  'Wakes  Colne,  Wakes  Colne  Green,  Great  Horkesley, 

Messing,  Fingringhoe,  Abberton,  Langenhoe,  Peldon,  Birch  and 
Layer.  Breton  are  provided  with  sewers. 

Sewage  disposal  works  are  provided  at  Tiptree,  Dedham, 

West  Bergholt,  Fordhara,  Copford,  Great  Tey,  Wakes  Colne,  Fingringhoe 
and  Birch. 


The  sewage  from  the  greater  part  of  Stanway  and  Rowhedge  is 
discharged  into  the  Colchester  Corporation  Sewerage  System. 


Substantial  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  the  provision 
’  of  sewers.  Work  Wa •  completed  on  the  Fingringhoe,  Abberton, 

‘  Langenhoe  and  Peldon  scheme  and  the  Birch  and  Layer  Breton  Scheme

The  response  -from  property  owners  in  connecting  their

been  abated  by  provision  of  drainage  to  the  sewer. 


An  increasing  volume  of  work  arises  in  the  department  in 
advising  on  and  approving  and  testing  alterations  to  existing 
drainage  systems  and  this  has  to  be  given  priority  over  other  work. 
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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


In  conjunction  with  the  Essex  County  Council  a  smoke/sulphur  dioxide 
measuring  instrument  is  operating  at  Little  Horkesley  reservoir.  This 
forms  a  part  of  the  National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution  in  Great  Britain 
organised  by  the  Air  Pollution  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Technology. 

The  instrument  draws  in  a  measured  quantity  of  air  from  which 
information  regarding  the  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  in  the  atmosphere 
is  deduced. 

This  information  is  forwarded  monthly  to  the  Ministry  of  Technology. 

POULTRY  INSPECTION

MEAT  INSPECTION 


There  are  two  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  one  at 
Dedham  and  the  other  at  Boxted  which  serve  the  requirements  of  the 
respective  owners.  Both  comply  with  the  slaughterhouse  construction 
regulations. 

All  animals  slaughtered  in  the  district  have  been  inspected  by  a 

qualified.  Inspector  for  the  past  twenty,  years...  The  Meat  Inspection.- . 

Regulations,  1963?  which  came  into  operation  on  1st  October,  1963i 
require  that  all  meat  at  slaughterhouses  must  be  inspected  before  it  is 
removed  from  the  slaughterhouse.  These  regulations  also  prescribe  the 
method  of  inspection  to  be  carried  out  and  require  that  all  meat 
inspected  and  passed  as  fit  for  human  consumption  must  be  marked. 

These  requirements  have  been  fully  carried  out  despite  the  fact 
that  a  number  of  animals  -are  regularly  slaughtered  on  Saturday  afternoon 

and  evening  each  week.

FOOD  PREMISES 


The  majority  of  food  premises  are  owner  occupied  and  the  owner  is 
directly  responsible  for  the  running  of  the  business.  Standards  of 
construction  and  hygiene  are  generally  satisfactory  and  during  the  year 
frequent  inspections  have  been  made  to  all  types  of  food  premises. 
Conditions  in  some  of  the  transport  cafes  still  necessitate  frequent 
inspection  to  ensure  that  sufficient  attention  is  being  given  to 
hygiene  and  cleanliness.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION 


A  successful  works  study  survey  was  carried  out  during  the  year, 
by  members  of  the  staff  of  this  Department,  which  resulted  in'  the 
complete  reorganisation  of  one  collection  round  and  the  partial 
reorganisation  of  the  remaining  four.  It  is  hoped,  during  the  first 
half  of  1969,  to  have  a  trial  of  paper/polythene  sacks  as  bin  liners 
at  the  Council's  new  housing  estate  at  Aldham.  Five  vehicles  and 
fourteen  men  are  employed  on  this  service. 

RODENT  CONTROL 


The  Council  employs  one  full  time  rodent  operator  who  undertakes 
treatment  of  dwellinghouses  upon  request  or  when  found  to  be  infested 
with  rats  or  mice  following  routine  inspection. 

Business  premises  are  treated  but  a  charge  is  made  for  labour  and 
materials.  The  Council  also  undertakes  the  treatment  of  ..agricultural 
premises  on  a  yearly  contract  basis.

Good  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  on  follow-up  inspections 
of  those  premises  where  contraventions  were  found  at  the  time  of  the 
general  inspection. 


During  the  earlier  general  inspections  it  was  found  that  most 
occupiers  were  failing  to  display  an  abstract  of  the  Act.  It  was 
therefore  found  convenient  to  purchase  copies  of  the  appropriate 
booklet  in  bulk  and  offer  them  for  sale  where  necessary  at  the  time  of 
inspection.  This  has  been  found  to  be  very  acceptable  by  the  occupiers 
of  the  premises  concerned. 


One  accident  was  reported  during  the  year.  A  female  assistant  at 
a  butcher's  shop  strained  her  back  when  lifting  a  tray  of  sausages.
